Millionaire's Fad la Skull.
C. W. Jenkins, a millionaire of Corpus

Christi, Texas, has advertised for hu-

man skulls. A correspondent obtained
from him the following: 4JI have now in
my private museum at Corpus Christi
348 perfect human skulls. In my youth
I made a study of anatomy. While at
college in Lexington, Ky., I had three
skulls in my room, and in that way I
acquired a sort of liking for such
strange bric-a-bra- c. I got my real start
as a collector of skulls in 1SS7, when
my father moved the town of Minton
from one corner of his ranch to a spot
twenty miles distant, on account of the
extension of the International & Great
Northern. It happened that there was
a graveyard in the town of Minton, al-

though the village was only five years
old. It was too difficult an undertaking
to move the graveyard. The cemetery
fell into disuse a few years later, and
it was found necessary to grade a por-
tion of the ground. Nearly a hundred
skeletons were unearthed. I took
charge of the whole lot. After a futile
effort to get the people who had origi-
nally lived on the spot to relieve me
of my burden, I had all the skeletons
reinterred, keeping th skull of each.
1 had just seventy-eightrhe- se I had
polished and placed in a cabinet made
for the purpose at my winter home
in Corpus Christi."
